In exercise of the powers conferred by Article 229 of 
the Constitution of India, the Honourable Chief Justice 
hereby orders incorporation of a new post of Director 
(Academics), Kerala Judicial Academy in the Kerala High 
Court Service Rules, 2007 as indicated hereunder: 

Incorporation (C.S. No. 38) 

In the Rules, 

(1) In Rule 4 under Sub Division 1 of Division I 
“Director (Academics), Kerala Judicial Academy” 
shall be inserted as Category No. 1 

(2) The existing Category Nos. 1 to 7, shall be 
renumbered as Category Nos. 2 to 10. 

(3) After Rule 6(1) and the existing provisos, the 
following shall be inserted as Sub Rule (2). 


Notwithstanding anything contained in these Rules, 
the Chief Justice may fill up the post of Director 
(Academics), Kerala Judicial Academy by appointing a 
person who has held the post of a judge of the High 
Court. The appointment shall be for a term of three years 
from the date on which he enters upon his office and at 
the discretion of the Chief Justice, be extendable for a 
further period of two years. The person appointed shall be 
entitled to the salary, allowances and perquisites as that of 
a Judge of the High Court. 

Provided that where the Director (Academics), is in 
receipt of pension in respect of his previous service as a 
Judge of the High Court, his salary as Director 
(Academics), shall be reduced— 

(a) by the amount of that pension 

(b) if he has received in lieu of a portion of the 
pension due to him in respect of such previous 
service, the commuted value thereof, by the 
amount of pension he would have received had 
he not availed of the facility of commutation; 
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(c) the other conditions of service relating to 
provision for rent free accommodation, 
conveyance facilities, medical facilities, 
leave travel concession and other conditions of 
service as are, for the time being, applicable to a 
judge of a High Court under the High Court 
Judges (Conditions of Service) Act, 1954 and 
the rules made thereunder shall, so far as may, 
apply to the post of Director (Academics), 
Kerala Judicial Academy. 

(4) The existing sub rule (2) to Rule 6 shall be 
renumbered as sub rule (3).
